There* are many place» in Co- 
m anehc 
that 
arc 
interesting 
to 
Centennial 
visitors 
and 
others. 
Many of these placed are noted 
not only for their historical in­ 
te r e s t but also for their unusually 
beautiful 
scenery. 
These

of interest in the county include 
Lake Fanes and I-ake Enrv'.s Park. 
The Narrows, The Oak Tree on 
the Square, and many other places. 
The 
Narrows Is a 
canyon 
of 
unusual beauty 
lying about fif­ 
teen miles northwest of Coman- 
el>, 
near Beattie 
This strip is 
called the Narrows because it 
is 
such a narrow strip of land; how­ 
ever. it extends six or seven miles 
in length. Throughout the Nar­ 
rows 
there 
are 
numerous caves 
and precipices. The chief places 
ol interest in the canyon are the 
Dark Cave, the Needles Eye. the

W hy Comanche 
County Banned 
Negroes Recalled 


The following article appearing 
in a Special Edition of the Chief 
in 1903, by O. A 
Beeman, sets 
forth the reasons why this county 
has no Negro residents. 
Many may have forgotten the 
facts leading up the expulsion of 
the negro population from this \ 
Jrounty. T h at it is not a healthy 
place for the Negro Is well known 
by them , from the Sabine to the | 
Rio Orane. It m ay be supposed | 
th at this has grown out of u n ­ 
reasonable prejudice, and w ith­ 
out just cause, but it finds its 
origin in two terrible tragedies, so 
i atrocious and coming so near to- 
getner, th a t the forebearance of 
the people was m anifest by a sen­ 
tence so 
mild 
as 
banishm ent. 
•‘Uncle Jack ” and “Aunt Lucy” 
Nabers were among the earliest 
settlers of the town, and none 
were held in more general esteem. 
For years they had kept the prin­ 
cipal hotel and to assist them 
about the place they employed a 
Negro girl, and a Negro m an by 
the name of Mose. “Old Mosc" , 
was considered a very harm less j 
and inoffensive Negro, but o n e ' 
night without any known cause, j 
he killed the girl. Uncle Jack’s 
two twin boys, Joe and Fleet, 
and set fin* to the building. Then 
to make his work sure, cut the 
well rope and fled to the woods, j 
The entire population joined in 
pursuit and in attem pting to ar- 
rest him he was shot and killed ; 
Shortly afterw ards, in the n o rth ­ 
ern part of the county. Dick S te­ 
phens had a Negro boy employed, 
and on returning home one day. 
after a few hours’ absence, he 
found his wife killed by a gun 
shot and the Negro boy gone. 
Again the county was aroused and 
after a day or two seach the 
boy was found and paid the pen- 
a!ty for his crime.

Com anche County 
was quite 
•different forty-nine y«ar ago ac­ 
cording to E. Ii. R auhut, propric- j 
tor of till* R auhut Gin. who some 
years ago contributed the 
fol­ 
lowing to the Chief: 
"W hen I cam e'to Comanche in 
1887.” he said. “Comanche had 
no railroad. The old courthouae j 
has been replaced with a- modern 
structure. Com anche was using 
a jail 40x40 feet, a story >nd a 
half building, end had a calaboose 
20x20. There were not over four 
brick and rock buildings in the 
town. Saloons and livery stables 
did the principal business. Not 
/E x c ee d in g ten per cent of Com an­ 
che county land was in cultiva­ 
tion There was not a wire fence 
and not a bridge in the county. 
"The 
population 
was of 
the 
highest type of American citizen­ 
ship. 
"There were only two gins in 
the county. The turning 
plow, 
Georgia stock and double shovel 
# w e re the farm m achinery. There 
were only a few binders and they 
tied with wire. There were two 
threshers in the county, one own­ 
ed 
by Pike McCaslin and 
the 
other by Ashmore & W yatt. Both 
were operated by horse power. 
The school houses in the county 
were all log or plank structures

"Comanche county was shipping 
no poultry at th at time.

This is a time 
when it pays to be sure. It is more trouble to grow good 
trees true to name, but I charge that trouble up to my 
customers and they can afford to pay it. A good tree true 
to name is worth more than one of doubtful character.

The Fad In Hie

Many y^ars before the auto- 
mobilr made its appearance on 
the streets of Comanche, one of 
the pastimes was bicycle riding 
Young, old. 
nvn. 
women, 
boys 
and airls took part and had a 
wonderful time During the week 
days many persons could be seen 
riding to and fro going to and 
from their work 
A lew in the 
early mornings and late after­ 
noon 
peddled 
leisurely 
aroung 
to 
get 
the 
fresh 
air 
and 
for 
mild 
exercise, 
but 
the 
high spot of the week was the 
parade aftei parade of wheels in 
groups of ten, twenty, or even 
fcfty riding forth together over 
all the streets of the town that 
were smooth enough for bicycles

the street leading North from the 
square to the crest of the hill op­

I desire to say to the voters of Com an­ 
che County, as a final statement in my race for 
District Attorney, that I will appreciate very 
deeply any consideration given me. 1 have been 
unable to meet all of you, due to my duties of 
office in other parts of the district. I am now 
engaged with a term of court in Gatesville and 
will be unable to devote but a day or two out­ 
side that county to my campaign between now 
and the day of election. Nevertheless I trust you 
will give my candidacy a fair treatment. 


1 have done the best I could during the 
part of a term I have served you and will try to 
do better if elected, which 1 should be able to 
do with the experience behind me and the know­ 
ledge of the people, and the affairs of the dist­ 
rict I have gained by my service. 


1 think the “ burden of proof” should be 
on my opponent to show I have failed, before 
the people are asked to “ throw me out” after 
only a few months in office. Although we are 
all subject to mistakes, I am willing for the peo­ 
ple to be the judges, as they know what I have 
done without being advised. I am not ashamed 
of my record in office. I have tried 53 felony 
cases in the district, had 47 convictions on pleas 
of guilty and not guilty, 4 acquittals and 2 hung 
juries. I have spent much time with the grand 
jurors and officers securing all the facts and 
trying to have all cases well in hand before they 
reach the trial stage.. By this means many pleas 
of guilty have been secured and contests avoid­ 
ed, contests are expensive for a county. 1 be­ 
lieve it can be safely stated that this policy has 
saved the tax payers of Comanche County much 
money, as there is now more than $3,000.00 in 
the jury fund, which I regard as tax money sav­ 
ed. This has been my policy in the other coun­ 
ties. If the defense lawyers do not like it, I can’t 
help that. If a loophole is left they have a way 
of finding it. 


I understand my opponent has been 
campaigning in your county this week while I 
am tied up in court, and criticising me rather 
severely from the stump. It looks like he could 
have made his appointments and invited me to 
them, as he did the other candidates, while I 
was free to meet him, as he knew when 1 would 
have to be engaged at Gatesville. Do you ap­ 
prove of these tactics? However, a majority of 
people have a way of being fair and taking care 
of every situation. 


m l 


I have been criticised for not being long 
on spread-eagle speeches. Well, perhaps I am 
short there, but I always thought the most im­ 
portant thing in a case was being master of 
your facts and the law of the case, as that is 
what the jury and court are interested in. There 
is an old saying that, ‘An empty wagon makes 
more noise than a loaded one” , and I have been 
disgusted so many times with “ empty wagons” 
about the court house that I may have gone to 
the other extreme. The biggest talkers 1 have 
ever known are the sellers of patent medicines 
on the streets, who in fact had nothing to talk 
about but talk they did just the same. 1 always 
noticed that it took a lot of eloquence to put 
over a fruad, but only a few words to sell an 
article of merit. You can sell your case to the 
jury and judge if you have a good one, well 
prepared, without tinsel and bouquets. 1 would 
like to be an entertaining speaker, and may 
get time to cultivate the art sometime if I can 
without neglect to more important matters, but 
you don’t hire your District Attorney to enter­ 
tain you, but to convince by facts and law. You 
want him to get results and you can go to the 
movies for entertainment. 


1 believe that swift and certain punish­ 
ment visited on criminals is the greatest dis­ 
couragement to crime, and that shall be my pol­ 
icy. 


Reform of the offender, and not the pun­ 
ishment of the individual, is the object of the 
law. Where remorse is evident and reform is 
already accomplished, I believe in the applica­ 
tion of the suspended sentence law for first of­ 
fenders, though I recognize that this law is liable 
to be abused unless the officers and jurors are 
on their guard. I shall be careful to oppose it 
unless I believe that the defendant will “ go his 
way and sin no more.” 


The prevention of crime by turning the 
young away from it before it becomes a part of 
their character will do more toward keeping 
the jails and penitentiaries empty and take off 
the heavy tax to take care of criminals, than 
any other one thing. It will be a part of my ef­ 
forts to work to that end and if I am elected, 
and if I can work with Parent-Teachers A ssoci­ 
ations or any other organization to help build 
strong moral character in our young, I shall 
feel it a part of my duty, which will be perform­ 
ed with much pleasure. 


I want to say, laying-aside politics, that 
I appreciate the friends I have made in Com an­ 
che County in the past few months and hope 
I may serve you and be among you long enough 
to become personally acquainted with a great 
many more of you. Hamilton and Comanche 
Counties are next door neighbors and are popu­ 
lated by the same class of people and we should 
cultivate a proper acquaintance. Our history is 
about the same, each county being about 80 
years old. Most of us are the descendants of the 
same class of sturdy pioneers who braved the 
dangers and hardships of a frontier and have 
been brought up to fight obstacles. This issue 
of the Comanche Chief, a battle-scarred old war­ 
rior of more than a half century, is chiefly de­ 
voted to the history of Comanche County and 
this section of our century-old State, and is a 
worthy reminder to we younger men of the debt 
we owe to our pioqeer ancestors. 1 am sure I am 
in sympathy with its purpose as both my grand­ 
fathers and grandmothers helped clear the way 
some 60 years ago. I trust we, of the present 
generation, may do something to lighten the 
burdens of the pioneers remaining with us; to 
release their weary hands from the burdens so 
long carried. 


May the early years of the New Cen­ 
tury bring still greater progress to your county 
and much social happiness.
